hrlt & dozen states should flock for the
upbullding of their artistic taste Such

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The question of an orchestra In Omaha
I just now prominently before the publle,
and it |s fitting that 1t be glven most cure-
ful and deliberate consideration. Threo
things are necessitios to Lbeing a capable
orcheatral musiclan; a musical temperament,
technical skill, and ensemble routine. The
first must be born in him: the second he
acquires by lessons and individual practlee;
the last comes only with experience as a
player with other players In an orchestra.
Technleal skill cannot take the place of
this experlence, An orchestral player must
be familinr with the kind of musio he is to
jlay. Such a school as the ordinary theater
orchicstra does not fit a musiclan for playing
Hesthoven or Wagner. With thelr musle
before him he s a stranger in a strange
land, aud no matter how devoutly he may
reverence thelr greal nnmes, he cannot be
an Inatrument for the expression of thelr
lleas and feellngs., Thelr langunge Is a
doad one to him, for he bas replaced It with
the dialect of the lower classes of musgleal
composers.  To expect him to correct his
Brammer and rhetorie In two or three re-
hearsnls 18 to Invite sure disuppolutment,
Musloians are not made by any other pro-
cesn thpn that of slow growth,

The player who carns hia living In the

theater nud ball-room finds 1t diffioult to
follow & conductor. He |s aceustomed to
belng led by Wis ear, rather than by his

exye, He lxtena to the theater leader and
plays as ho plags, and when he suddenly
finds himael! face to face with a strange
comporition, and nothing to gulde hlin Lut
A stick waving (e and fro In the alr he Is
not himself: he cannot do himself Justice,
Heo 18 out of his element, and he loses con-
fidence; ho beging ta feel hiw wiry, und goos
from bad to worse. When he has oounted
his ffteinn bare rest ho hesitates Lo play
heplng to catel some sound which shall tell
Him that he s right. A mualelan without
canfidence In himwelf 18 as bad off as a ship
without a propeller.

Successful orchestral playing can come
only from experlence, and under the oondi
tlons which exist in this ¢lly ut the present
thme, that experfence van be galued only In
rehearsal. One of the Kreateat obstacles
to the muelclan's success Is that one of the
customs of hia engagement 18 thut he asks
A certaln amount for the concert performanog
and a certaln altier amount for oach re-
heasal. The person Ekiving the concert feels
vompelled, as a4 matter of eeonomy, o gel
aloug with the fewest peasible rehoarsaly, ang
A congequence, the performance suffers.
It musiclans could be engaged for a cer-
taln amount for the performance, and with
the uniderstunding that all the rehesesals—
ho they few or mauy--pecessary to o salls-
factory performance could be held without
extra cont—the porformance itseld wounld be
kreatly lmproved, the public would be
pleased, and the demand for the musiclans
seivices would be increased. In the long
run he would be the one mokt benefited, for
e would not only get more work to do,
but, as his skill incressed, be would be
the more ready to perform his part In a
worthy manuer and with fower rehearsals,

Tho Musical society hud three orchestra
rehearaaln to prepare the sleven numbers
for its recent concert In which the orchestes
had & part. At no one of these peheprdnls
ware all the olavers oreseut. sud two of

the most Important, who had been prosent
At the rehearsals, wore abgent from the
performance, SBuch uncertainty s fatal o
satisfactory public work, and the result Is
Injurious to all the players—ainece all are
blamed for the ¢ntire result—and to every-
body else connected with the afalr,
aan

[CHARGES AGAINST OFFICERS

Are Preferred by the Father of James

MoGuire.

DERELICTION OF DUTY IS ALLEGED
Ed Metinire Ploces the Copunse of
the Denth of His Son ot
the Door of the
I Pollee, d |

Yeuterday morning oharges were filed with
the Fire and Police commigsioners ngainst
Captain H. . Hage, Sergeant Do I
Her, Jaller P. F. Havey and Pa-
trol Conductor James Kirk of the
police force, mccusing them of belng
derellet in  thelr duty, In  that they
dld not take proper care of James MeGulre,
the boy whose skull was fractured on elec-
tlon night by William Campbell, and who
digd from his Injurles In the pollee statlon,

The charges are signed by Ed MoGuire,
father of the dead boy., MceGuire and his
aged and elck wife have alwayve considered
since the death of thelr son that the blow
which was struck by Campbell was acci-
dentally fatal. They therefore are not venge-
ful toward him, but they have been Indig-
nant that their boy, while suffering from
the Injury, was thrown into a cell and al-
lowed to die without medical attention and
attendance., They feel that if a physlclan
had been eummoned his life might possibly
have been saved.

The old couple have bedn also considerably
wronght up that they were not Informed
of the boy's condition, although the pollce
offfcers knew them and thelr residence. They
were not told that the boy had been slugged
and were not informed of his death until
two hours after It oceurred, The boy dicd
before 4 o'clock, and B was 6:30 belore the
father heard of the fact.

Jaller Havey gavs that when McGulre was
brought to the statlon with his two com-
panions, Wadum and Castleten, at 11 o'clock,
he requested one of che latter to inform the
Injured boy's family of the affair. He sald
both promised to do so, and relyving upon

this promise he took no further steps to
notify the relatives.
After the usuml formal opening, the

charges set out, “That James McGuire was
brutally and fatally assaulted on Douglas
street, In the city of Omaha, about the
hour of 10:30 o'clock In the evening; that
sald Jamee MeGuire was rendered entirely
unable to take care of himaell by renson of
snid asspult; that sald James MeGulre wis
not In the ccmmission of any unlawful act
and had not violated any of the laws of the
state or ordinances of the city of Omaha;
that sald James McGuire was first allowed
to be upon the street for a conslderable
period of time after hig conditlon was made
known by telephoning to the pollee statlon;
that subsequently said Jaumes MeGuire was
picked up by said officers, or some of them
and cruelly and brutally handled, thrown
into & patrol wagon, taken to the police sla-
tion. and in a cruel, inhuman and brutal
manner dragged from the patrol  wagon
down the steps of the pollee statlion:; that
while eald James MeGuire was in said po-
lice station, he was a large portion of the
time unconsclous from his injury; that It was
apparent to sald officers that he was
dangerously and perhaps fatally Injured:
that there was no charge pending against
him and yet the sald ofMeors east him into
a cell as a common felon, and wholly neglec.
ted to provide any necessaries for him or to
secure the attendance of a physiclan, or to
notify any of the friends or relatives of the
sald Jamesa MeGuire of his conditlon, al-
though sald officers knew sald James Me-
Gulre pnd knew where this complalnant,
hig father, was and could be found: that
said officers ¢ruelly and brutally neglected
to perform their duty toward sald James
MoGuire, but locked him up In a eell and
left him there, moaning piteously for help
unthtl after 4 o'clock on the following morn-
Ing, at which time sald James McGulire died
from his injuries and from the brutal treat-
ment and eruel neglect of sald oficers

Wherefore this complainant requests an
examination of thege several matters, that
the sald oMeers and any others shown to be
gullty of dereliction of duty In connection
with sald James MeGuire may be dealt with
tecording, as the circumstances of the case
demand.””

The charges will probably be formally
brought up at the meting of the board Mon-
day night.
